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“SCHOOLMASTERS.” 
Apparently ‘““Marse” Henry doesn't realize the 
important part the schoolmaster has played in the 
nation, or the long list of great statesmen and 
politicians the teaching profession has given us. 
When Daniel Webster left the little frontier 
farm, where he was born, near Salisbury, N. 
H., to work his way through college, he taught 


school, in 1797, at Salisbury, for $4 a month, 
and in 1798 at Shaw’s corners for $6 a month, 
to earn his keep at Dart noutn, just as John 


Adams. second President of these United States, 
taught in the circuit school at Worcester, Mass., 


a few years before Webster's day. 


McKinley left Allegheny College in 1860 to 
teach school. Cleveland in 1854 taught in the 
New York Institution for the Blind, and after 
he had been President he did not scorn to accept 
a professorship at Princeton. Blaine taught in 
the Western Military Academy at Blue Lick 


Springs, Ky., for three years, and was proltessor 
of mathematics in the Pennsylvania Institution 


for the Blind for four years, before he went to 
Maine to enter journalism and politics. 

Garfield taught in the Chester (O.) Academy 
in 1849, became an instructor in Hiram (0O.) 
Eclectic Institute in 1851, taught in an academy 
at North Pownal, Vt., of which Chester A. Ar- 
thur, by the way, was subsequently president, 
and after graduation from Williams, became pro- 
fessor of classics in the Hiram Instiiuvte, then 
become a collexe. 

Fighting Andrew Jackson taueht school in the 
Woxhaw (N. C.) district in 1781, and Thomas 
Jefferson’s proudest boast, next to the author- 


ship of the Declaration of Independence, was the 
fact that he founded the University of Virginia, 


which is recorded on his tombstone at Montl- 
cello. 

The list might be indefinitely prolonged. (So 
far from being a bar to political success; experi- 


ence as a schoolmaster has carried hundreds of 
able men to places high in the counsels of the 
nation, which they have occupied with credit to 
themselves and the people who elevated them to 


authority.

The President has just made ptfblic this formal 
statement: 

I am deeply sensible of the honor done me by 
the American people in thus expressing their con- 
fidence in what I have done and have tried to do. 
I appreciate to the full the solemn responsibility 
this confidence imposes upon me and I shall do all 
that in my power lies not to forfeit it. On the 4th 
of March next I shall have served three and a 
half years, and this three and a half years con- 
stitutes my first term. The wise custom which 
limits the President to two terms regards the sub- 
stance and not the form, and under NO CIRCUM- 
STANCES WILL I BE AGAIN A CANDIDATE 
FOR OR ACCEPT ANOTHER NOMINATION

Inauguration of Service Expected 
in 60 Days After Preferred 
Stock Is Taken. 
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BIGGER CAPITAL NEEDED 





President Whitelaw Issues State- 
ment of Objects of St. Louis- 
Golf Organization. 





The barge service to extend St. Louis 
trade territory probably will be inau- 
gurated in May, according to statements 
yesterday by Murray Carleton, chair- 
man of the Organization Committee of 
the St. Louis-Gulf Steel Barge Line Co., 
and Robert H. Whitelaw, who has been 
s«’oected for the presidency of the com- 
pany. 
Carleton and A. L. Shapleigh, who 
each day at noon are in attendance at 
the offices of the Business Men’s League 
to furnish any desired information to 
prospective stockholders, expressed the 
belief that all of the $200,000 preferred 
stock would be dispased of within the 
next 10 days. 
President Whitelaw told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that if the work of equip- 
ping three steel barges, on which the 
company has options, with hoisting ap- 
paratus, and overhauling a towboat, on 
which there is an option, can be com- 
menced promptly, it may be possible 
to open the service within 60 days after 
the completion of the preferred stock 
subscriptions. Until these subscriptions 
are completed no barges, towboats or 
other equipment will be purchased, 
Whitelaw says. 
The remainder of the capital stock, 
$20,000 common, will be put fn the treas- 
ury. Later, it is thought, the capital 
of the company will be increased con- 
|siderably, as $400,000, experts say, will 
not provide enough equipment to han- 
dle the heavy traffic that St. Louls ship- 
pers are promising. 
Whitelaw’s Statement. 
Civic motives should inspire the sub- 
scriptions to the stock, according to 


“The proposed St. Loufs-Gulf Steel 
Barge Line Co. now being organized 
is not a promotion for stock speculative 
purposes, but is a conscientious effort on 
the part of some of our most active 
public-spirited citizens to re-establish 
river transportation between St. Louis 
and New Orleans. 
“Some of these gentlemen are Jargely 
interested in railway development in the 
Southwest, and have a conviction that 
the commercial interests of this city 
must have the advantages of river trans- 
portation to hold in full measure its su- 
premacy. 
“The company will be !ncorporated un- 
der the laws of Missour!l, stock fully 
paid. There will be no commissions paid 
for sales of stock, or extravagant pro- 
motion expenses. And it {is expected the 
company will be carefully and econom- 
ically managed. 
“In order that the company may meet 
the plans and purposes for which it {s 
being organized, it will need the co- 
operation and good will generally of the 
merchants, manufacturers and capitalists 
of St. Louis, and a much larger capital 
will be eventually required than is now 
contemplated. 

Returns to Stockholders 
“It should not be expected that the 
returns to the stockholders will be large 
during the first year of operations, al- 
though it is hoped, and seems probable, 
that the company will be placed on a 
paying basis at an early date. 
The Organization Committee, I am 
sure, recognize the fact that the develop- 
ment of river freight service will .re- 
quire ample capital and energy, as well 
as time, in perfecting !ts equipment and 
arranging its terminals, for the eco- 
nomic handling of such a large volume 
of merchandise as will justify its extst- 
ence. 
“St. Louls now has equitable freight 
rates from the grain belt of the West 
and Northwest; has the capital, and 
must surely have the personality nec- 
essary to built modernly constructed 
elevators, accessible to the river front, 
and re-establish our grain market, 


Volume of Tonnage.

by C. S. Gleed, president of the Bell 
company and an A. T. & T. director.

Hotel. 

Local Stockholders Agree. 

Bethell last night told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the A. T. & T. Co. had 
cbtained agreements with local stock- 
holders whereby it would come into pos- 
fession of all the Bell stock. The ex- 
change was effected, he said, by trad- 
ing six shares of A. T. & T, stock for 
Seven shares of bell stock, on a basis of 


$120. A. T. & T. pays 8 per cent divi- 
dends. Bell stock pays 4 per cent. At 


the last annual meeting !t was cut down 
from 8 per cent, and this was one of 
the main causes of the strife with the 
- a & T. 

Prior to Oct. 16, 1911, the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. owned 
about 60 per cent of the stock of the 
Bell Telephone Co. of Missouri. At 
that time the A. T. & T. Co. offered the 
Bell stockholders A. T. & T for Bell 
Shares on the seven-for-six basis. 

About 20 per cent of the Bell 
holders accepted the offer then, and ex- 
changed their stock, Bethell said, ctving 
the A. T. & T. 8&0 per cent. The other

Directors’ Minutes Read. 
Minutes of the meetings of the | 
Board of Directors of the bank were 
read to the jury. They showed that 
the operations of the bank were very 
extensive. They were intended to 
show, also, the regularity of every- 
thing that was done by the officers 
and directors of the bank. 


The contention of the plaintiff 
throughout was that the financial 
relations between Lewis and the sub- 
Scribers to the stock of the bank 
were entirely personal, money having 
been sent to:shim from all over the 
United States to enable him to start 
a mail order bank. Pending organiza- 
tion he asserted that he deposited the 
money in varioug banks. 

He denied, and it was denied by other 
witnesses, that he had received a salary 
from the bank. The statement in the 
Postoffice Inspectors’ report, the sub- 
stance of which was printed in the Post- 


Dispatch, was based on entries in the 
books of the bank under the heading 
“BE. G. Lewis’ salary account, People’s 


Bank. Lewis explained that the salaries 
represented by the entries were paid to 
employes of the bank, 


The statement that the first Board of 
Directors was not legally constituted 
was supported by testimony that the 
members of the board were employes 
of Lewis’, who had not been chosen in 
the regular way. The contention on the 
part of Lewis was that this was only 
@ temporary arrangement until the or- 
ganization of the bank could be com- 
pleted and a permanent Board of Di- 
rectors be named. 

The silence of the stockholders, 
forth in the inspectors’ 
to be due to the fact that Lewis had 
sought and obtained the proxies of a 
great many of the stockholders. 

Lewis’ explanation of the payment of 
about 2 per cent to stockholders when 
no dividend had been earned was that 
this represented interest earnings at the 
local banks which he turned over to 
the stock subscribers. 

Inspectors Fulton and Stice gave ex- 
tensive and important testimony. for the 
defense. Evidence disclosed that after 
the inspectors made their first examina- 
tion of the books of the bank, two notes, 
one for $50,000 and’the other for $146,375, 
appeared on the books. The $50,000 note 
was signed by Lewis and was secured 
by an agreement to give a mortgage on 
the Lewis residence when Lewis should 
get the title to it. 

The other was signed by Lewis and 
other directors, and was not secured. 
The $146,375 note was asserted to repre- 
sent promotion expenses of the bank and 
the note was later returned to Lewis. 
It was shown that In the {ncorporation 
of the bank for $1,000,000, one-half paid, 
Lewis subscribed for 9915 shares, for 
which he paid out of funds that had 
been sent to him by subscribers for 
stock.

St. Louisans learned yesterday where 
they got off, under the new near-side 
street car rule. Also, where they got on. 

“It worked as well as anyone could 
expect,’’ said President McCulloch of 
the United Railways Co. last night, at 
the end of the first day’s test of the 
new stopping and starting method, pre- 
scribed by an ordinance which became 
effective yesterday. 

“As soon as people get a little better 
used to it,” he said, “I think there will 


be no trouble whatever. As is, I 
haven't heard any complaints.’ 
There was delay, due to the new ar- 


rangement, and cars on most lines were 
longer than usual in making their trips. 
This was not because people did not 
remember which side of the street 
they stopped on—the public remem- 
bered that surprisingly well—but be- 
cause most persons did not consider 
how long the cars were, or failed to 
calculate where the rear platform 
would stop. 

Most persons, waiting for cars on the 
near corner, stood exactly at the cor- 
ner, just as they used to do in taking 
cars at the far corner. But when the 
cars stopped, they stopped with the 
rear platform a car’s length from the 
waiting people. On a pay-as-you-enter 
car, entrance by the rear platform is 
compulsory. 

So motormen had to hold their cars 
while the people walked from the front 
to the rear, and this meant a delay of 
30 seconds to two minutes at nearly 
every stop. This deray is expected to 
cease gradually as the public gets used 
to the new rule. 

Corner Accidents Fewer. 

If corner accidents and collisions of 
various kinds are not greatly lessened, 
the new arrangement will] have failed 
in one of its chief objects. Fire Chief 
Swingley said yesterday he believed fire 


engines would be much safer when 
crossing Car tracks, as the motormen, 
having to stop for passengers before 


crossing the street, would have time to 
kee approaching fire apparatus. 
Automobile insurance rates were de- 
creased to the extent of about $15 a 
year on each machine, the insurance 
companies deeming that motor cars were 
in much less danger from trolley cars 
han was formerly the case.

Mann Fghts Hard and So Do 
Insurgents, but to No 
Avail. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—In order not 
to pass the metal tariff revision bill on 
Suncay morning the Democratic leaders, 
after finishing the measure almost to 
the last paragraph, adjourned the 
Hous? a few minutes before 12 o'clock 
tonight. They will pass it early Mon- 
day. All attempts of the Republicans 
to amend the measure failed. The ses- 
sion was marked by a sharp division be- 
tween Democrats and Insurgent Repub- 
licans and the open declaration of many 
of the Insurgents that they would vcte 
against the bill. 

The debate lasted 12 hours and was 
futl of excitement all the time. 

The bill provides for reductions of 
from 30 to 50 per cent on all items in 
the iron and steel tariff and the placing 
on the tariff free list of iron ore, sew- 
ing machines, printing machinery, cash 
registers, nails and many other articles 
against which a tariff is now levied are 

proposed in the Democratic steel  re- 
vision tariff bill, made public today. 

Underwood estimates that the Dill 
would reduce the average tariff on steel 
imports from 34.51 per cent to 22.42 ad 
valorem; would reduce the Government 
tariff revenues from steel products by 
$823,597 from 1911 and by $4,000,000 from 
1910. Imports cf steel products, he said, 
would be increased by nearly $20,000,000. 

Charges of ‘‘caucus domination” and 
“sag rule’’ were made repeatedly by 

Republicans, insurgents and regulars, as 
Mr. Underwood applied the House rules 

jo shut off debate and the amendments 

offered. Insurgent leaders Norris of 

Nebraska and Lenrott of Wisconsin 
charged the Democrats with denying the 
House a fair chance to consider the bill. 

Republican Leader Mann declared the 
presiding chairman, tepresentative 

Kjoyd of Arkansas, and Mr. Underwood 
had ‘‘usurped the powers of the House 
more autocratically than ever was done 
before in the history of the republic.” 
Republicans Begin Fight. 

The attempt to amend the bill began 
as soon as Mr. Underwood shut off de- 
bate at the opening of the day’s ses- 
sion, The Republicans fought this appli- 
cation of the cloture rule, but lost. 

The insurgents made a determined at- 
1uck upon the bill at various points and 
showed no disposition to support the 
Jyemocratic measure. Amendments for 
free steel rails and free pig iron were 
effered by Representative Warburton of 
Washington, Republican insurgent, and 
voted down. 

Representative Murdock of Kansas at- 
tempted to put in a free steel rail 
amendment that would apply only in 
cese the United States Steel Corpora- 
tlon which was held by the New Jersey 
District Court to be an unlawful com- 
bination. 

The insu.gent forces were in frequent 
Clash with Democratic leaders. Under- 
wood charged Representative Norris of 
Nebraska with attempting to delay the 
bill, a charge that was indignantly de- 
nied. Republican Leader Mann declared 
the Republicans did not want to filibus- 
ter, but wanted their full rights in con- 
eidering the bill. 

“If we are going to be run over, we 
certainly will kick while it is going 
on,”’ said Mann. 

Amendments of Representative Martin 
(Dem., Colorado) and Representative 
Moore (Rep., Pennsylvania) to put an 
eight-hour day clause into-the bill were 
ruled out of order. An amendment by 
Representative Hill of Connecticut, a 
Republican, prohibiting the free importa- 
tion of typewriters and other articles 
which are in the Democratic free list, in 
case these articles are controlled by pat- 
ents in this country, was voted down. 
Representative Bradley (Rep., New 
York) offered an amendment to tncrease 
the proposed duty on pocket knives and 
similar cutlery from 35 per cent to 80 per 
cent. He was asked by Representative 
Hamlin of Missouri (Dem.) whether he 
was financially interested in cutlery 
manufacture, and replied that he had 
given up all his interests when he came 
to Congress. 

“Must a man give up all business to 
come to Congerss?” demanded former 
Speaker Cannon. ‘“‘Why, not even a 
tramp would be eligible, because he is 
interested in a handout." Mr. Cannon 
added that Democratic Leader Under- 
wood has openly stated his financial in- 
terests in the iron and steel business, 
and it ought not be considered a draw-

AGAIN CONDEMNS RECALL 





Referred to as “Pyramid,”’ Presi- 
dent Tells Ohioans “A Pyra- 
mid Does Not Fall.”’

NEW YORK, Jan, 2%.- President Taft 
and William FE. Glasscock, Governor of 
West Virginia, who carried the message 
to the people from Theodore Roosevelt 
that the Colonel was ready to accept 
the presidential nomination if it were 
thrust upon him, met at the Waldorf- 
Astoria tonight at the dinner of the 
West Virginia Society. 

It was 10:15 when the President ap- 
peared in the hall. Instantly he was 
surrounded. W. De H. Washington, 
president of the society, who hails from 
Charlestown; Senator William C. Chil- 
ton of West Virginia; former Senator 
Scott, Bishop Greer and Senator O’Gor- 
mian arose and went forward. Glass- 
ock followed them. 

Most cordially the President shook 
hands with the first comers. He did not 
overlook a man until he reached the 
Governor., Him he passed without a 
word. Gov. Glasscock did not extend 
his hand, but apparently he was ready 
to do so. The fact that the President 
omitted the usual cordial greeting Was 
not overlooked by the West Virginians. 


was all smiles. He sat between Wash- 
ington and Senator Chilton and near 
him was the Governor. 

Governor Remains Serious. 

Senator O'Gorman seemed to enjoy the 
situation immensely. He seemed ready 
to break into laughter, but Gov. Glass- 
cock was looking serious. He heard 
Washington eulogize the President and 
he West Virginians applauding. 

“President Taft has not asked for a 
change of the Constitution because of 
a whim,’’ said Washington. The diners 
took this as a slap at Col. Roosevelt 
and cheered. 

Atter President. Taft spoke he was 
congratulated on all sides, but Gov. 
Glasscock was still silent and serious. 
Then the President started to leave the 
hall. In doing so he brushed against 
Gov. Glasscock’s chatr. The Governor 
arose and put out his hand, saying: 
“Mr. President.” 

Taft took the proffered hand gingerly, 
save it a brief shake and, with the 
mile gone, walked away. He did not 
utter a word as he and the Roosevelt 
hoomer parted. 

“Pyramid Does Not Fall.” 

President Taft, in a speech earlier at 
the Ohio Society dinner at the Waldorf- 
Astoria, said he had no expectation of 
failing to be re-elected President. He 
was applauded when he reiterated his 
views against the recall of judges. Hav- 
ing been reterred to as a ‘‘Pyramid”’ in 
(ie introductory speech by President W. 
“. Hawk of the Ohio Society, Taft re- 
torted: “‘A pyramid does not fall.’ 

The only prominent Roosevelt adher- 
ent at the guests’ table was Frank A. 
Munseyv. There was no demonstration 
tor Col. Roosevelt, 

Betore the Ohio Society, the President 
delivered probably the most impassioned 
peech he has made in several months. 
it Was directed against the ‘‘nostrums 
f reform’ and particularly aimed at 
the recall of judges. 

In the efforts that the President said 
ave been made to reform legislation in 
this country, he saw much that was 
300d. Tle saw the faults of government 
in the United States today and admitted 
‘lat in trying to eradicate them much 
might be accomplished by reformers, 
lut in the effort to make the judiciary 
responsive to every ‘‘whim”’ of the peo- 
ple he saw destruction. 

Urges Conservatives to Unite. 

He declared the conservative element 
of the nation must eventually “get to- 
ether’ to prevent a movement that 
would make the courts the creatures of 
popular will and might make the deci- 
sion in every case, not accord with the 
law, but accord with what a majority 
of the people thought the law should be. 

“They are having a constitutional con- 
vention in Ohio,’ said the President, 
“and IT am told that one of the proposi- 
tions is to propose the judicial recall. 
Orators and statesmen are going up and 
down the country denouncing courts, 
pointing out their corrupt nature. The 
time is coming in my judgment when 
the conservative people of this country 
who are in favor of the eternal princt- 
ples of justice and their administration 
so as to make them prevail, should rise 
to meet these misguided supporters of 
an utterly indefensible theory and end 
the agitation against the courts.”

I had thought 
that Col. Watterson’s statement of Sev- 
eral days ago, itself, entirely disposed 
of the alleged incident. I so stated 
in an interview a day or so afterward. 
I have made no statement with refer- 
ence to it since that time.. From the 
beginning of a campaign for Governor 
to it. I assume responsibility for them 
and I know all their sources. They 
have uniformly been made by people 
who had no interest except the con- 
summation of the ideas which he rep- 
resents. Not one of them expects any 
other return. 

He Called on Watterson. 

“Any communication whieh has been 
had between myself and Col. Watter- 
son regarding campaign funds has 
taken place in personal interviews be- 
tween him and myself. There have 
been two interviews only. I intensely 
dislike to make a public statement of 
a private conversation and regret very 
much that Col. Watterson has forced 
me to do so. In October of last vear 
I had a general conversation on presi- 
dential politics with Col. Watterson at 
the Waldorf, where he was stopping. 

“IT visited him at his suggestion. In 
the course of that conversation he gave 
it as his opinion that a large amount 
of money would be needed and volun- 
teered the suggestion that he would go 
and see his friend, Thomas F. Ryan, 
and that he was sure he could induce 
him to make a very large contribution 
to the campaign. 

“T said to him that we could not 
take Mr. Ryan’s money and that such 
contributions were not within the spirit 
of the Woodrow Wilson campaign. His 
reply was: 

““*T have been in politics fifty vears 
and I know that money and not patriot- 
ism counts in a presidential campaign.’ 

Says He Repeated Refusal. 

“IT repeated to Col. Watterson that 
we could not take the money. Early 
in. December I met him again and he 
renewed the discussion of a Ryan con- 
tribution. I made the same answer to 
him that I had made before. 

“fT heard nothing further from Col. 
Watterson on the subject and thought 
no more of the conversation. I have 
not seen him since that time. If I mis- 
take not there is an implication, per- 
haps, in Col. Watterson’s letter to Sen- 
ator Tillman—probably not intended 
to the effect that he secured funds for 
his campaign from Mr. Ryan. No such 
contribution has been made and this, 
of course, Col. Watterson well knows. 

“The well-timed assaults upon Gov. 
Wilson are rendering a real service. I 
will specify one respect. Since the he- 
kinning of these attacks I have re- 
ceived in my mail small contributions 
from all over the country from people 
Who have not been asked to contribute 
and whom neither I nor Gov. Wilson 
know. Their letters all convey expres-

HIGH BEEF PRICES 
DUE TO RETAILERS, 
DECLARE PACKERS 


They Say Their Profit in Most 
Instances Was Less Than One 
Cent a Pound.

CHIC "AGO, “Jan. 7,—Efforts 


show that the retailers were largely 
responsible for the high price of 
dressed beef were made by counsel 
for the defense at the packers’ trial 


today. 

On cross-examination by Attorney 
John Barton Payne, Steiner G. Lang- 
her, margin clerk at the G. H. Ham- 
mond & Co. plant of the National 
Packing Co. at Chicago, who was 
on the stand all day, read long lists 
of shipments from the plants of the 
company at Chicago, Kansas City, 
St. Louis, Omaha and St. Joseph, to 
show that in 1909 the actual selling 
price of dressed beef to retail dealers 
in eastern cities ranged from 5 to 8% 
cents a pound. 

The figures read showed that in 
this period a large-part of the ship- 
ments actually was sold by the pack- 
ers at less than 7 cents a pound. 
These were cited by the defense to 
refute the Government's contention 
that the packers’ profits on fresh 
meats were execessive, 

The packers declare that the profit 
on this product in most instances 
were less than 1 cent a pound and 
that while consumers were paying 
from 14 to 28 cents a pound for beef 
it was really sold by the packers at

prices ranging from 5 to 8% cents 
a pound. 
The Government pointed out in- 


stances where the-packers had sold 
beef for 14 cents a pound and in- 
sisted that the average price on the 
total sales showed that a large profit 
was made,

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FOXY ABE ATTELL 
SHEDS TEARS 10 
TRICK REFEREES 


Champion Boxer, Convicted of 
“Stalling,’’ Is Greatest Actor 
in the Ring. 








HAS THE COURAGE, TOO 





But His Petty Tricks to Deceive 
Cause Officials Much 
Annoyance.

Abe Attell, featherweight champion of 
the world, has been suspended by the 
New York Boxing Commission for a 
period of six months because he 
“stalled” in his reeent bout’ with 
“Knock-Out” Brown. This will stand as 
a@ black mark against Attell and the 
commission is to be congratulated for 
its endeavor to stop a practice that is 
becoming common. This ts the sort of 
regulation that will put out of business 
the staller and faker, and put the box- 
ing game where it properly belongs. 
Attell failed to fool the commission 
because he pulled it once too often, and 
from now on he will find it hard to get 
away with. Not only fs Attell the most 
scientific boxer, but he fs the best actor 
in the ring. He is constantly complain- 
ing, at the same time violating every 
rule he can With a look of injured tIn- 
nocence that is laughable. Frequently, 
when boxing before the West End Club 
in this city, he would compiain to me 
that the other boxer was holding and 
hitting, while he was strictly observing 
the rules, and in order to impress me 
with the sineerity of his statement he 
would fill his eves with tears and allow 
them to trickle down his face. When 
he found this had no effect he would 
tear into his opponent and show a flash 
of what he could do, if. he wanted. He 
was quick to claim a foul and would 
show every evidence of pain until con- 
vineed that his claim would not be al- 
lowed, and then he would proceed as if 
nothing had happened. 
The night he lost to Jack McClel- 
land in 15 rounds he claimed a foul 
and positively refused to continue 
until he found he was about to be 
disqualified and then he sailed into 
McClelland in a manner that made 
the latter sit up and take notice and 
brought the crowd to its feet. 

That Sullivan Episode. 
In the memorable fight with 
“Brooklyn” Tommy Sullivan, which 
he lost in five rounds, Attell almost 
caused a riot by suddenly clasping 
his groin and falling to the floor 
with a moan. Then he rolled over 
and over and I had difficulty in get- 
ting him to undergo an examination, 
When the physician at the ringside 
announced that he had not been 
fouled Attell’s tears and pleadings 
turned to anger and he was ready 
enough to continue, but I stopped: the 
bout and gave the decision to Sulll- 
van. In justice to Attell it must be 
said that he was sick that night, and 
should not have been permitted to go 
on. He had been under the care of 
a physician for several days prior 
to the bout suffering from an afil- 
ment which made him sensitive to 
punishment. 

Attell Is Game. 

The little Hebrew boxer has plenty of 
courage, but believes in winning a decision 
in as easy &@ manner as possible and without 
taking any chances where this can be avold 
ei. This is due !n a large measure to the 
training he received from Jack McKenna, 
who took charge of him in 1900. Prior to 
that time Attell had been winning most of 
his fights by a knockout, but McKenna 
taught him the art of saving himself and 
winning on points. 

When Attell fought Benny Yanger before 
the West End Club !n this city and lost 
George Siler's decision when the _ police 
stopped the bout tn the nineteenth round, it 
was McKenna who saved him from a knock- 
out. In the early part of the nineteenth 
round Yanger was reining blows on Attel! 
and the latter was groggy. Five timea At 
tell went to the fioor and the crowd thought 


Yanger waa knocking him down, but Me 
Kenna had called to Attell what to do and the 
latter followed instructions It had all beer 
taught him before for just such an occasion 
and it stood him well in hand Those who 


were there will remember how he finally got 
to his feet and fairly smothered Yanger 
with blows until it was the latter who was 
groggy and almost out when the police inter- 
fered. 

Has to Give Away Welght. 

It is a peculiar fact that Aftell’s present 
trouble is a result of his great cleverness as 
a boxer. He is so good that few boxers 
of his own weight have a chance with him 
ard he is obliged to give away pounds in 
order to arrange matches, and even then he 
has to ‘‘stall’’ and ‘pull’? in order to get 
return matches and new ones, 

He has been in the habit of drawing a 
fine finish. just getting over the wire a win 
ner. and then @ return match ts made and 
he ia returned an easy winner. The publi

Louls their home. I would like to see 
a team here that would demand the 
attention of such St. Louts peopte as 
have civic pride. Give us a team that 
will demand our support, not because 
they are high in the race, but because 
they are representative young men of 
our own city. To establish such a team 
Il will lend my financial and moral as- 
sistance.”’ 

Pienty of Money for Team Here.

Hard starting in cold weather, either 
because of a weak spark, poor compres- 
sion or too low a float level, will be 
rendered much easier {f the throttle be 
opened from one-quarter to half way.

The second floor will contain a 
library and a reading room, each at 
the extreme ends of the floor con- 
nected by a large corridor.

In 
the connecting corridor, which will 
be the laboratory, will be placed 
collections in current history and 
politics, including municipal charters, 
documents relating to all branches 
of modern governmental activity, in- 
dexes of current history and politics, 
pamphlet literature and reports of 
civic organizations, 

Although the plan and scope of 
the work to be undertaken has not 
been officially announced, it is cer- 
tain that history, politics and eco- 
nomics will constitute a very im- 
portant part of the course in jour- 
nalism, and the proposed arrange- 
ment of the second floor will place 
the material for the study of these 
subjects at the most accessible point, 
while immediately above the labora- 
tory on the Mezzanine floor will be 
lecture rooms for class instruction. 

A Language Department, Too. 

According to the plans announced 
the third, fourth and fifth floors will 
be given over exclusively to lecture 
and class rooms, while ample space 
has been provided for the offices of 
the separate departments, such as 
journalism, English, history, politics, 
economies, literature and languages. 

The upper floors will be reached 
by two elevators and two flights of 
stairs, the whole being of fire proof 
construction, In all, the classrooms 
and lecture halls will number about 
thirty, ranginging in seating capacity 
from 30 to 300 each, with a total 
seating capacity of 2200. 

The basement will be utilized for some 
of the practical purpose of such a 
school. In addition to the usual locker 
and cloak rooms of the students there 
will be a certain space set aside for the 
university bindery and printing press. 
The college publication, the Spectator, 
will have its press adjoining it, and 
room will be left for @ mewspaper press 
for the students in the school of jour- 
nalism, if at any time it becomes desir- 
able to set one Up.

YPHOID fever has been pre-eminently a 
T disease of the soldier, and has caused 
many more deaths in recent wars than 
bullets. It has long been considered by military 
sanitarians as the “most formidable disease with 
which we have had to contend in military life.” 
The control of typhoid in garrison in time of 
peace has been easy of accomplishment, as a gen- 
eral rule, under the older methods of prophylaxis. 
In time of war, however, conditions have been 
entirely different. 
When troops are mobilized in large camps, they 
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are surrounded by conditions that invite the 
spread of the disease. Incipient or mild cases are 
unavoidably introduced into camp f10m 0, ganiza- 
tions coming from parts of the count:y where 
typhoid prevails. 


In the Spanish War there were 20,738 cases, with 
1580 deaths, in an army of 107,973; or nearly one 
case to every five soldiers. Deaths from typhoid 
constituted 86 per cent of the total mortality. 
In the Boer War there were 31,000 cases, with 
o877 deaths, among the British. In the Franco- 
Prussian War there were 73,396 cases and 8739 
deaths among the Germans alone, constituting 
60 per cent of the total mortality in that war. 
In our Civil War, in the Northern army alone, 
there were 80,000 known cases. With these 
Known experiences in mind, the great importance 
of any measure that will prevent such tragedies 
in future wars becomes evident. 

The possibility of increasing individual resist- 
ance to infection by the injection of vaccines has 
been known for many years. The early work with 
typhoid vaccines, beginning in 1886 with Sim- 
mons and Frankels, followed by Brieger, Kitasato 
and Wassermann in 1892, should be consulted by 
those interested. 


In 1896 Pfeiffer immunized two men by inocu- 
lation of killed cultures. Wright reported the 
immunization of two men in the same manner 
before Pfeiffer’s report was published. In 1897 
he reported 18 cases, and in 1898 the cases of 
4000 volunteers from the British Indian Army. 


In 190%) about 100,000 soldiers were voluntarily 
immunized under Wright's direction preparatory 
to service in South Africa. In these cases the in- 
cidence of the disease was reduced about one- 
half, and the mortality nearly two-thirds. 


In the German Colonial Army in Southwest 
Africa in 1904-7, about 7000 soldiers were inocu- 
lated, with practically the same degree of protec- 
tion as obtained in the Boer War. Later investi- 
gations and reports, chiefly by Sir William B. 
Leishman, were much more favorable. and the 
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far Department in 1907 detailed Dr. F. F. Russell 
of the Army Medical Corps to visit Leishman’s 
laboratories and study his methods and results. 
_ Dr. Russell returned to Washington in 1908 and 
equipped a laboratory for the preparation of vac- 
cine. In 1909, 150 persons were voluntarily im- 
niunized in Washington, D. C.; the volunteers 
being from the Hospital Corps of the army. By 
the end of 1909, 2000 soldiers were thus immu- 
nized. In 1910, 16,000 soldiers were immunized. 
The results were so favorable that in March, 
1911, when it became necessary to mobilize a 
division of regular troops in Texas, the War De- 
partment made typhoid immunization of this 
division compulsory. The entire division was treat- 
ed, with the result that but two cases of typhoid 
occurred in a command of 13,000 men. One 
case was that of a soldier of the Hospital Corps, 
who had taken only two doses.

During the same period there were 49 cases, 
with 19 deaths, in the adjoining city of San An- 
tonio. To ajpreciate the value of this procedure, 
the typhoid record of this camp should be com- 
pared with that of the Second Division, Seventh 
Army Corps, mobilized at Jacksonville, Fla., June 
1, 1898. Both divisions were encamped in the 
Same latitude, for the same length of time, and 
had practically the same strength. The division 
at Jacksonville had 1729 certain cases of typhoid 
(probable cases 2693), with 248 deaths, while the 
division in Texas had one case, with no death. 


The vaccine used in the army is prepared from 
6 selected strain of B typhosus grown on agar 
in Kolle flasks for 24 hours. The growth is 
washed with normal salt solution, killed by heat 
at 65 to 66 C., in a water bath, and standardized 
by counting the bacteria. After being diluted with 
salt solution, one-quarter of 1 per cent of tricrisol 
is added.

Experiments in the use of an anti-typhoid serum have been made in various countrieg ft 
a number of years. Our own officers have been at work on the development and improvem 
of this method for several years, but prior to March 9, 1911, all persons submitting to t 
in the army were volunteers. e. 

As soon as the orders for the recent mobilization in Texas were issued, instructions Wim 
given taat all troops participating should receive the prophylactic treatment. The re : 
this measure were remarkavie; and may be regarded as conclusively demonstrating the oii 
tiveness of this remedy as a protection against typhoid fever. a 

During the mobilization about 16,000 men were concentrated in military camps «ty | 
country, certain portions of which were distinctly infected with typhoid fever.

It is a level,

prairie is covered with a growth of buffalo grass, 
short, thick and curly. It is not a good farming 
country because of its altitude, and the limited 
rainfall, but as a stock-grazing country it has no 
superior. Very litile of the land in Grant County 
has ever been touched by a rlow.. The only crops 
raised are broom corn, Katfir corn and _ milo 
maize. 

The entire population of the county is fewer 
than 1000. Houses are few and far between. 

Houses are often five miles apart. 
houses are ‘‘soddies,” made of the prairie sod cut 
into cubes and laid up like bricks. A ‘“soddie” is 
cool in summer, warm in winter and comfortable 
at all times. Schools are far apart. There is only 
one church in the county and that is in Ulysses. 

Every well-to-do farmer and stockman in Grant 
County owns an automobile, and the land is so 
level, the roads so straight, that a family thinks 
nothing of riding from 20 to 40 miles to church 
on Sunday. 

Vegetables and fruit do not grow in Grant 
County. They are hauled in from the railroad. 
The chief fuel in the country is “cow chips,” 
picked up from the prairie, but in town coal {is 
burned. It costs $12 a ton after it is hauled from 
the railroad. 

The town of Ulysses has a population of 90, but 
it has one of the best high schools in the State. 
There is not a better class of men and women 
anywhere than in Grant County, and there has 
never been a pauper in the county. It bas no jail

Grant County down in the southwest corner of 
the State, and in the center of it a town, Ulysses. 
There is not a railroad in the county. The 
est railroad is the main line of the Sata Fe, and 
the nearest railway station Hartland, 35 miles 
north from Ulysses.

The author 
is Miss Ida M. Tarbell. 

This new book sl.ows 
the “new woman” in what 
is perhaps her most aston- 
ishing performance —-(that 
of discussing, to the ex- 
tent of 364 pages, about 
the average length of one 
of the Six Best Sellers in 
fiction — America’s most 

abstruse and yet most important economic prob- 
lem. The book is from the MacMillan press. 

This is a woman’s book about men’s work. It 
| is feitile of opinion and fecund of conclusion. It 
iz full of history—tariff history—and in its neces- 
sary ramifications goes into avenues of war taxes, 
internal revenues, woman and child labor, clashes 
| of mass and class, and in its final summing up 
presents the view that the tariff is essentially a 
moral problem. 

This is the first time any woman has ‘tackled 
the tariff” to the extent of a volume on the topic. 
Miss Tarbell’s researches into tariff history and

To the Editor of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
CONSIDER Mr, Taft’s veto of the wool bill a purely pohtical maneuver. The 
fundamental absurdities in that bill (the original wool bill, the’ duties of 
which were lowered by Congress and vetoed by the President —Editor ) 
needed no demonstration by a tariff board. They were clear to unbiased com- 
mon sense. Their injustice and folly had been shown repeatedly in the past 
thirty years. 

The wool bill destroyed these injustices and left a reasonable protection. 
The veto was a play for time and position. 

In my judgment the veto of the free lst had more justification from Mr. 
Taft’s point of view. He had no such satisfactory evidence that these duties 
were superfluous as in the case of wool.
